Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Yamaguchi (JP09364163). 

Yamaguchi discloses in fig. 1 a Flat core brushless motor including a stator (3), having a 
stator base (1) having with a plurality of protruding poles (3a) and respective wound 
armature coil, wherein the stator base includes at least one concave portion (2c and 
1c), a circuit board (2) formed of a thin flex sheet, a plurality of supports (1b) and a 
rotation support fig.4 (55) located inside the supports (1b).
